Berlin, Nov. 30 (By A. P.)—With 
the popularity of the 
study of bugs in Germany, insect 
fans have found it needfyl to es- 
tablish an entomological bourse, At 
the opening of this novel exchange,

Somerville, N. J., Nov. 30.—-Charlotte 
Mills collapsed in court at the Hall- 
Mills murder trial today just as she 
was about to step to the witness stand 
as one of Special Prosecutor Simpson's 
rebuttal witnesses against Mra, Frances 
Stevens Hall, and that widow's broth- 
ers, Henry and Willie Stevens, accused 
of the murder of Charlotte's mother, 
Mrs. Eleanor Mills, New . Brunswick 
choir singer, and the Rev. Edward 
Wheeler Hall, Episcopal rector. 

By her breakdown the 21-year-old 
girl was prevented from giving the 
most sensational testimony she has 
offered thus far—an arraignment of 
the character of a man whose investi- 
gation four years ago has played an 
important part in the defense case. 

When she was conducted down the 
narrow aisle by Sergeant Burke, of the 
Jersey City police, spectators noticed 
her extreme pallor and remarked that 
she had been crying. When within a 
few feet of the witness chair that she 
has occupied many times during the 
trial of three rich defendants for her 
mother’s murder, the girl whispered to 
her escort, “I can't go on-—take me 
out.” 


Suffers Nervous Collapse. 


With difficulty the frail-looking gir! 
was assisted to the door. She was car- 
ried across the street to the Somerville 
hotel and Dr. Madden called. He de- 
clared the girl was suffering from a 
nervous breakdown bordering on nerv- 
ous collapse, following the emotional 
strain® which she has endured during 
the tedious month of the trial.

American Invalids Facing 
Peril in Chinese Resort 


Feared Food Will Be Cut Off From Kuling by Anti- 
foreign Agitators—British Land at Hankow— 


Foochow Menaced by Cantonese. 


Peking. Nov. 30 (By A. P.).—-The 
American destroyers Truxton and Pope 
have been ordered to proceed up the 
Yangtze river to Hankow, 565 miles 
inland, to aid other foreign warships 
in protecting foreigners, as a desylt of 
Chinese labor union threats of « gen- 
eral antiforeign strike. 

Hundreds of miles away, in Pukien 
province, Chinese officers of Marshal 
Sun Chuan-Fang have professed their 
inability to guarantee safety of foreign- 
ers at Foochow, which is menaced by 
the advance of: the victorious Can- 
tonese forces against Sun's troops. 

In still another section, where hun- 
dreds of Americans and British, many 
of them invalids, fear that their pro- 
visions will be cut off at Kuling, a 
mountain resort near Kiukiang on the 
Yangtze river in Kiange! province, and 
that they will be endangered by anti- 
foreign agitation. 

The situation at Hankow, where the 
bolshevik Cantonese government head- 
quarters have been established, is re- 
garded as serious. Since the Can- 
tonese drove out, the northern troope 
in September they have been busy in 
organizing all classes of labor into 
unions in a manner aimilar to the in- 
dustrial soviete of Russia. Antiforeign 
feeling has been engendered, and with 


the progressive stoppage of employ- 
ment due to labor demands, has come 
the threat of a general antiforeign 
strike, set for December 4. There are 
British, French and Japanese conces- 
sion districts at Hankow. 

British naval contingents have been 
landed at the Britisi: concession lying 
along the Yangtze river and British 
volunteers have been called out to re- 
inforce the concession police who are 
endeavoring to enforce new regula- 
tions which prohibit armed groups of 
Chinese from passing through the con- 
cession district without special per- 
mission. Many of these armed bodies 
have marched through foreign areas 
recently. 

Some anxiety is felt also for foreign 
lives and property in the coast province 
of Pukien. There the Cantonese forces 
are beating back the troops of Marsha! 
Sun Chuan-Fang, whose power as over- 
lord of eastern China has been con- 
siderably diminished. Only. one brig- 
ade stands between the victorious Can- 
tonese army and Foochow, capital of 
the province, all other Fukiense troops 
having withdrawn into the city.

The onrush of Cantonese armies 
northward, with the war4vry, ‘China for the 
Chinese,’ is bringing the situation to a critl- 
cal stage. Foreigners are threatened with 
famine in Hankow and other cities; the Peking 
eivil government has resigned and called upon 
the northern military commanders to take con- 
trol; Brith and French forces have been 
landed at Hankow to protect foreigners; and 
the red armies are moving on Foochow and 
Shanghai. 

Probably the United States will be com- 
pelled to cooperate with other governments 
for the sake of protecting»Americans at Han- 
kow and elsewhere, but public sentiment in 
the United States is strongly opposed to mill- 
tary operations in China which would tend 
to identify the United States with foreign gov- 
‘ernments which seem to be almost persuaded 
that they must resort to force to insure re- 
spect for treaties. Americans recognize the 
fact that China is engaged in civil war, and 
they do not wish to take sides in the quarrel. 
The American citizens who happen to be 
caught in the disturbed area are entitled to 
expect relief from their government, but it ts 
hoped that the United States government may 
extend this relief without causing the Chinese 
people to suspect that this country is acting 
with ulterior motives when it lands a relief 
force. 

The Cantonese armies are undoubtedly ald- 
ed and supported by the Ruselan soviet, while 
the opposing Chinese -forces are supposed to 
have the sympathy of Japan and Great Britain. 
In the clash of Chinese armies the United 
States has no place whatever. Let them 
fight it out. -The United States is not con- 
eerned in maintaining any special interest tn 
China or in gaining any speclal advantage. 
The Chinese people have discerned quite 
clearly that the United States is their friend 
-and is not Joining with other powers tn trying 
to take advantage of the disturbed conditions. 
While the American members of the inter- 
national commission on extraterritoriality 
have azreed that the time ripe for re- 
Hnquishing extraterritorial rights itn China, 
this does not mean that the United States is 
inclined join outside powers in applying 
coercive measures to China. 

_ If the Cantonese armies should take Shpng- 
hai and make further progress in their efforts 
to shake off foreign treaties an extremely deli- 
cate problem will confront the United States, 
American citizens must protected, while 
war With the Chinese must be avoided. The 
diplomatic, military and naval representatives 
of the United States in China have a most dif- 
ficult task to perform: but if they are directed 
from Washington under a clear-cut policy of 
avoidance of any appearance of alllance with

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CURES FOR BRITAIN'S ILLS. 


When so enlightened a publicist Sir 
Philip Gibbs can find it in his heart to speak 
of “that black cloud of pessimism which over- 
hangs public opinion’ in Britain, and of new 
conditions of economic life “due to interna 
‘tional competition, increasingly flerce, which 
has deprived England of her old easy suprem- 
acy in many markets,"’ he but reflects a widely 
entertained view regarding the trend of events 
in his own country. The existence of such a 
View is emphatically confirmed from an unex- 
pected quarter. Ramsay MacDonald, former 
labor prime minister, returning from a six 
weeks’ vacation, spent in quest of health, 
mainly in Africa, declares that ‘there Is a sort 
of pitying, charitable feeling that this country 
has seen its best days;’’ that he met this feeling 
everywhere he went, and that it has grown 
enormously during the last two years. 

The publicist and the labor leader are agreed 
on the state of public opinion, but they differ 
widely as to the causés that have produced it 
and the remedies that are to be sought for it. 
Sir Philip Gibbs thinks it the tragic result of 
industrial conflict; Mr. MacDonald attributes it 
to the rule of an administration unrepresenta- 
tive of the nation. Sir Philip Gibbs eees a two- 
fold solution of the awkward problems now 
confronting Britain; first, cold, clear thinking 
‘plus great leadership and, secondly, a steady 
stream of emigration from the mother conntry

THE ROOSEVELT STADIUM.

This gives sufficient time for the country to 
be adjusted to any change commanded by the 
people. There is nothing more disturbing than 
sudden or speedy changes in laws, espectully 
laws affecting the business of the country. 

In the case of the President, his jnaugura- 
tion is postponed now only about three months. 
The proposed amendment would advance the 
Inauguration only about a month and a halt.

Bristol, Va.-Tenn., Nov. 30.—Admit- 
ting her intimacy ith the slain man, 
Mrs. Charles Miller. took the witness 
stand in circuit court at Abingdon, 
Va., today in defense of her husband 
on trial for the murder of Charles T. 
King, wealthy Washington county 
farmer and land owner, and told the 
she was in King’s arms at a 
trysting place in the woods near the 
Miller home when her husband came 
out of hiding and shot King seven 
times, killing hifh. ° 

King was slain by Miller one after- 
noon last summer and was tried at the 


last term of court, the trial resulting 
in a hung jury. He is basing. his de- 
fense on the unwritten law. Miller to- 
day testified that he found King em- 
bracing his wife, that she screamed and 
fied when he appeared, that King at- 
tempted to attack him and that he 
emptied his revolver into the man's 
body. 

Mrs. Miller, who is 24 years old and 


had been secretly meeting King. who 
was 50 years old, for more than four 
months, when her husband, worker in 
& mine, returned home unexpectedly 
and saw her coming out of the wood- 
land. He demanded an explanation, 
and she admitted ahe had bern to 
meet King, but denied any intimacy 
Mth him. Having already made an 
engagement to meet King two days 
later at the same hour, she suid, her 
husband left home as usual for work, 
and she went to fill_her engagement 
with King, She said her husband 
sprang from a thicket after King had 
embraced her; that dhe screamed and 
fled and did not see the killing. She 
said her husband afterward came to 
the house and made her go back to

PLEADS UNWRITTEN LAW

Bristol, Va.-Tenn., Nov. 30.—Admit- 
ting her intimacy with the slain man, 
Mrs. Charles Miller took the witness 
stand in circuit court at Abingdon, 
Va., today in defense of her husband 
on trial for the murder of Charles T. 
King, wealthy Washington county 
farmer and land owner, and told the 
jury she was in King’s arms at a 
trysting place in the woods near the 
Miller home when her husband came 
out of hiding and shot King seven 
times, killing him. 
King was slain by Miller one after- 
noon last summer and was tried at the 


last term of court, the trial resulting 
in a hung jury. He is basing his de- 
fense on the unwritten law. Miller to- 
day testified that he found King em- 
bracing his wife, that she screamed and 
fled when he appeared, that King at- 
tempted to attack him and that he 
emptied his revolver into the man’s 
body. 

Mrs. Miller, who is 24 years old and 
mother of two children, admitted she 
had been secretly meeting King, who 
was 50 years old, for more than four 
months, when her husband, worker in 
a mine, returned home unexpectedly 
and saw her coming out of the wood- 
land. He demanded an explanation, 
and she admitted she had»been to 
meet King, but denied any intimacy 
with him. Having already made an 
engagement to meet King two days 
later at the same hour, she said, her 
husband left home as usual for work, 
and she went to fill her engagement 
She said her husband 
sprang from a thicket after King had 
embraced her; that she screamed and 
fled and did not see the killing. She 
said her husband afterward came to 
the house and made her go back to 
the spot and look at the dead body, 
saying: “Now, see what you hgve caused 
me to do.” 

It is expected that the case will go 
to the jury fomorrow morning.

After Quick had e@hgaged in a fight 
with a member of Rule's party, accord- 
ing to Quick, Rule kept urging someone 
to fight him.

TRAIL IN RUM PLOT

Chicago, lll., Nov. 30 (By A. P.).— 
rhe revised McNary-Haugen bill, hence- 
forth to be known as the farm equality 
bill, will be enacted into law before 
he end of the Seventieth- Congress, 
Representative L. J. Dickinson (Repub- 
lican), Iowa, leader’ of the House farm 
bloc, told the National Association of 
Secretaries of Agriculture today. 
measure since it was defeated in the 

Detailing the modifications in the 
Sixty-ninth Congress, he asserted that 
objections of cotton growers to the 
measure had been overcome, and that 
the bill now had support enough to in- 
sure its passage. 

Even at the short session of Congress 
beginning Monday it will be intro- 
duced, said Dickinson, although action 
upon it in the remaining days of the 
present Congress, is in doubt. 

Widely divergent views -upon the 
proper course of farm relief legislation 
were aired today before the agricultural 
executives, for Representatives Elbert 8. 
Brigham (Republican), Vermont, and 
F. W. Fort (Republican), New Jersey, 
picked flaws in the messure Dickinson 
favors. 

Particularly did they assail Dickinson 
for the statement that the best form 
of cooperative organization is one with 
a check-off system by which every 
fermer who puts his crop on the mar- 
ket must share in payment of an 
equalization fee. Fort asserted that he 
would favor “no compulsory joining of 
any union or organization by the 
farmer until I am ready to favor it 
for labor.” 


Fort for Federal Board. 


To this Dickinson retorted that the 
farmer is not compelled to join such 
an organization, but that if he chose 
to market his crop instead of feeding 
it to stock or disposing of it otherwise 
he should be compelled to share in 
payment of the equalization fee. 

Fort favored a Federal board to act 
as a clearing house for agricultural 
commodities and to help stabilize their 
orices by warehousing but said he 

ould not support -legislation which 
vent further. 

Dickinson based his demand for Fed- 

ral regulation of créps to stabilize 
sTices upon assertions that the gov- 
ernment already stabilizes railroad reve- 
nues by legislation, manufacturing 
revenues by a protective tariff, and 
money prices by the Federal reserve act. 
Every other nation, he said, is adopting 
some method of control for its princi- 
pal commodity—England for rubber, 
Brazil for coffee and Japan for silk. 

No farmer's codperative, and no State, 
an stabilize farm prices, the Iowa con- 
yressman declared, and if it is to be 
fone, the government must help co- 
speratives do it. Nor is balanced pro- 
‘duction possible to an extent which 
would stabilize prices, he maintained, 
because “nobody can tell. accurately 
enough when we will have a long crop 
or a short crop.”

Squabbles, delays and financial 
disappointments contributed much to 
defeat the Sesqui, but it now appears 
that the chief reason it failed was that 
America has outgrown such exhibitions. 
The sophisticated Amefican people have 
found other ways to amuse themselves.

Liberal Government to Be 
Formed in Nicaragua May 


Have Mexican Support. 


Managua, Nicaragua, Nov. 30 (By A. 
P.).—Dr. Juan Sacasa, former Nica- 


raguan vice president, is en route to 
Puerto Cabezas to establish a _ \lib- 
eral government in opposition to 
the present conservative government of 
Adolfo Diaz, and it is expected that he 
will be recognized by Mexico, American 
Charge d’Affaires Lawrence Dennis said 
today.

ITALY WARNED BY BRIAND 
AGAINST LOSING TEMPER 


Can Get Mad, He Admits, but 
Not Too Often—Consuls 
Must Be Respected. 


GERMAN ISSUE CLEARING 


——= 


Paris, Nov. 30 (By A. P.).— 


Italy has the right to show her 
temper, but not too often or too 
much, Foreign Minister Briand to- 
day told the chamber of deputies. At 
the same time he gently warned that 
France does not take kindly to attacks 
on her legations in foreign countries, 
such as recently occurred in the border 


town of Ventimiglia, after the recent 


attempted assassination of Premier 
Mussolini. Congratulating himself on 
“keeping cool” after the Ventimiglia in- 
cident, the foreign minister added with 
a touch of humor lightening his warn- 
ing seriousness: 

“Nevertheless, there are things that 
must be said. Any country has the 
right to have the kind of government 
it pleases. It even has the right to 
have bad attacks of temper, but there 
comes a time when it must stop.” 

“Italy will recognize that her family 
quarrels have gone far enough and 
ought to cease,” he said in answer to 
one question, while to another he re- 
marked: “Consulates, embassies and 
legations are places that people are ac- 
customed to respect because of diplo- 
matic regulations. There were un- 
pleasant demonstrations. Our am- 


ae a eee 


bassador made representations and re- 
ceived satisfaction. Good relations 
were resumed and all is well.” 

M. Briand’s comments were part of 


@ general survey of French foreign af- 
fairs in connection with the chamber's 
discussion of the foreign office budget 
and were designed to answer any ques- 
tions raised during the discussion. 
He interspersed his comments in a 
friendly recital of various diplomatic 
contacts with Italy and emphasized 
the need of close coopegation between 
the two Latin sister nations. 

He remarked that he had met 
Premier Mussolini a number of times 
“beside a charming lake” and that he 
did not recall that the slightest diffi- 
culty ever had come between them. 

Most of the foreign minister's. dis- 
cussion dealt with French relations 
with Germany. Discussing an eventual 
understanding with Germany, he said 
that only a real settlement of dif- 
ference so that they would stay settled 
would make for permanent peace. 

“Grave differences with Germany 
still exist,” he said. “But at least we 
are talking with Dr. Stresemann (the 
German foreign minister) and every 
day marks progress. Every day brings 
real peace nearer. It isn’t through a 
two-hour talk in a tavern that the 
course of history can .be changed and 
the past wiped out.” 

This statement was taken as a reply 
to German newspaper assertions that 
France was not willing to reach a com- 
plete understanding with Germany.

HOW TO KEEP WELL 


By DR. W. 


DIPHTHERIA CAN BE PREVENTED. 


HERE is proof enough that diph- 
theria. can be prevented. Any 
mother can make sure her chil- 

dren will vee A it. Any small city 
can guarantee e safety of its child 
population. Any large city can assure 
ite people that this disease will not 
trouble them as it did a few years 
ago, though they can not yet guaran- 
tee entire safety. 

Dr. R. J. MeCready has lived long 
enough to know by personal observa- 
tion of the almost unthinkable gain 
that the years have brought. In an 
address before the Allegheny County 
Médical society, Dr. McCready, speak- 
ing of diphtheria, said: “The menace 
of this diseage before the days of in- 
tubation and antitoxin was so great as 
to resemble the great plagues in its 
mortality. In 1870 the writer saw in 
one physicien’s practice nineteen chil- 
dren die of laryngeal diphtheria in 
the course of a few months.” 

Deaths ftom diphtheria are quite rare 
now. No physician, not even the medi- 
cal attendant in a diphtheria hospital, 
sees nineteen children die in a year, 
or even in several years, with laryngeal 
diphtheria. There are physicians who 
will not see one case in the course 
of a year’s practice, or even four years’ 
practice. 

I remember the anxiety and fear this 
disease caused 25 years ago. I remem- 
ber particularly the anxiety of Jewish 
mothers lest their children should coy- 
tract diphtheria and the disease should 
get into the larynx. The picture is 
different now.

Unlike smallpox, only a small part of 
the people can catch it. Most adults 
are immune to it. Of the high-school 
and college groups about half are im- 
mune. A fair proportion of the young- 
er babies and of children in the higher 
grades are immune. The burden falls 
on the babies 1 year of@ and over; the 
children older than babies but too 
young. to go to school pay the heavy 
toll. Children in the lower gradés can 
catch it as arule. These are the groups 
where the disease strikes. 

How can mothers be persuaded to 
have these young children made safe

On Auction Bridge 


(Milton C, Work, the international authority, will answer 


your auction bridge questions.

There are three ways of playing auc- 
tion bridge: The game of rubbers; the 


progressive game, and the duplicate 
game. It is remarkable and unfortunate 
that, ihstead of playing all three forms 
of bridge, most localities seem to favor 
some one at the expense of the other 
two. Thousands of players have never 
played more than one style of game, 
and as each style has its advantages, 
players should be familiar with all. The 
game in which rubbers are played is 
the one for which the universally fol- 
lowed laws of the Whist club have 
been drafted; to play either progressive 
or duplicate, certain alterations have to 
be made in those laws. 

In playing the “rubber game,” a part- 
nership is continued until one side wins 
the rubber — 1. e., two games to one-or 
two to none. No bonus is awarded for 
winning any one; but a bonus of 250 is 
scored by the side that wins two games. 
In duplicate and progressive, there is no 
such thing as & rubber; 4 specified 
number of deals are played, and the 
side that wins a game in one deal re- 


| celves a bonus of 125—no partial score 


from a previous deal is carried forward 
to the next. 

When playing rubbers, partnerships 
are determined in one of three ways; 
the usual procedure is to draw at the 
beginning of each rubber, but when 
there are exactly four players, they by 
special agreement may play a “set” 
game in which the same partenrships 
continue, or they may “pivot” so that 
every player has every other player in 
rotation for a partner. A table drawing 
for partners, each rubber, may have 
four, five or six “mémbers;” when there 


— 


are more than four, the extras, in rota- 
tion, sit on the side lines. 

In progressive duplicate, partners 
necessarily remain together, as other- 
wise it would be impossible to get the 
essential comparison of scores. In pro- 
gressive, partners may change or not, as 
players move from table to table. In 
duplicate match play, the partnerships 
sometimes remain unchanged, and 
sometimes are altered by changes be- 
tween members of the téam. 

In “rubbers” each player has his in- 
dividual score and no table plays with 
reference to any other; the progressive 
game promotes bocisbility in a large 


party. 

Duplicate varies materially from the 
other methods of play, because the 
cards are retained in front of each 
play (not booked in tricks), so that 
they can be played at the other table or 
tables or on the replay by’ the same 
players when only four participate, (this 
form of duplicate is called “memory 
duplicate,” as on the overplay memory 
may aid a player to locate certain cards, 
or to bid certain hands; for thet reason 
many object to it). Match or progres- 
sive duplicate is the most conclusive 
method. In rubbers or progressive, the 
best players are apt to win in the long 
run, but in duplicate the decisive test 
is reached more quickly.

ae Trend Can 
Be Traced to Throt- 
tling of Pass. 


EW YORK, Nov. 30 (By A. P.).— 
The attack in football, after a 
brief forward surge last year, 

again has felt the checking influence 
of sturdier defensive work. Records for 
the season just closed reveal the aver- 
age scoring power of college teams 
throughout the country to be at its 
lowest ebb in five years. 

These figures, covering the regular 
campaigns of 120 representative aggre- 
gations in all ‘sectors of th egridiron 
front, show that a grand total of 13,- 
960 points were rolled up in 917 games. 

This is aneverage of 116.3 points per 
team, representing a sharp decline from 
the 1925 average of 122, and an espe- 
Clally marked drop from the 1922 fig- 
ure of 133 points. 


The decrease in the average 
game score also is notable for the 
five-year period, scaling from 19 to 
14.6 points, but the latter figure 
represents a slight advance over 
the 1924 average, which was 14.5. 
There has’. been comparatively lit- 
tle change in the game average, 
in fact, over a four-year stretch. 


The downward scoring trend for 1926 
may be traced directly to the general 
ineffectiveness of passing attacks that 
flourished last season on a wide scale, 
to the increased emphasis on all- 
around team defense and to the de- 
velopment of more close order attacks. 

There were plenty of thrills for those 
who like. the features of the “open 
game’ and the pass, ‘but, among major 
teams, there was a distinct return to 
the more old-fashioned running games, 
with variations, and to the use of the 
field goal as a vital scoring weapon.

“Officially we do not know anything 
about the move for a -mistrial,” said 
Senator Clarence E. Case. “We are, of 
course, profoundly interested. We' are 
waiting to see what the next move will 
be. It would be a great tragedy if all 
of this turmoil had to be. repeated.” 


Defense Ready to Appeal. 


It was prédicted in defense circles 
that, if a mistrial were granted, Mrs. 
Hall's lawyers would instantly appeal 
to the next highest tribunal, the court 
of errors and appeals. If that body 
upset the decision of the court of 


oyer and terminer, which is hearing 
the trial, the defendants would be 
placed “in jeopardy,” as the legal 


phrase goes. Su a situation would 
prevent the defe ts from ever be- 
ing tried again on the charge of mur- 
dering Mrs. Mills. The second count 
against them, the murder of Dr. Hall, 
would open the way to another trial.

As against reports of less favorable 
crop conditions in Argentina it was 
painted out here that the wheat crop 
of Buenos Aires province, the countrys 
largest producing area, is mostly in the 
milk stage as yet. rain 
would therefore be improbable unless 
the downpours were persistent.

Fingerprints Again Discussed. 


The fingerprint experts also came to 
the stand again, Joseph A. Faurot, 
Frederick Drewen and Edward H. 
Schwartz all testifying that enlarged 
photographs of fingerprints used by de- 
fense experts in illustrating their testi- 
mony were distorted in the enlarging 
process. On cross-examination it was 
developed that the distortion is on the 
outer edges of the enlargements. 
Faurot, Drewen and Schwartz have 
testified that a fingerprint on a card, 
submitted by the State as having been 
found near the body of the Rev. Mr. 
Hall, is that of Willie Stevens. James 
P. Taylor, Frederick Sandberg and Ger- 
hard Kuhne said that it is not the 
print of the defendant's finger. 

Eight character witnesses were called 
to testify as to the reputation of/Mrs. 
Jane Gibson, who told an eyewftness 
story from a hospital bed at the trial. 
Six said that her reputation is good, 
one returned an unfavorable report 
and one was not permitted to testify, 
as his acquaintance with the woman 
farmer was terminated twelve years 
ago. 

Dr. Walter Madden, of Trenton, first 
character witness called, was not per- 
mitted to testify when it was devel- 
oped that he has not known Mrs. Gib- 
son for twelve years. 

Another physician, Dr. J. H. Cooper, 
of Millstone, then furnished the sur- 
prising testimony from a State's wit- 
ness. The crowd in the courtroom, 
filling only a portion of the seats, in 
contrast to the previous days of the 
trial, seemed bored as a handwriting 
expert testified as to the penciled en- 
tries in Henry Stevens’ 1922 diary. 
There was no great interest when the 
prosecutor asked Dr. Cooper the stereo- 
typed question: ‘‘What is her reputa- 
tion for truth and veracity, good or 
bad?” 

The crowd sat up when Dr. Cooper 
replied: “Not so good.” 

Later the witness said in reply to a 
question from the State’s lawyer that 
her reputation was “about fifty-fifty.” 

Dr. Cooper said he had treated Mrs. 
Gibson during the first investigation 
of the double slaying. 

“Have you acquainted yaurself at all 
with her during the last three years?” 

“Yes,” said the witness, explaining he 
had been called by Mrs. Gibson to her 
farmhouse before this trial began, but 
not to give her medical attention. 

“I understand you won’t vouch for 
her reputation?” asked Simpson. 

There was an objection by defense, 
and the court upheld the objection. 


Prosecutor Is Puzzled. 


Simpson seemed puzzled as to how to 
question the witness and turned to con- 
fer with his associates. 

“Can't you say whether her reputa- 
tion is good or bad—flatfooted?” he 
asked. 

“Well, I don't know whether you are 
trying to hang me, but it looks like 
that,” said the witness. 

After he had asked Dr. Cooper if he 
hadn’t heard what people had said as 
to Mrs. Gibson's veracity, Simpson asked 
again what her reputation was among 
the people the witness knew. 

“From what people say to me, I'd say 
it’s about 50-50,” answered the witness. 

The defense did not cross-examine. 


Witnesses Back Mrs. Gibson. 


On opening of the court for the after- 
noon session, the State began calling 
other character witnesses. John A. 
Hays, of New Brunswick, said Mrs. Jane 
Gibson’s veracity was good. 

Mrs. Christine Scholtz was called 
next and also testified that the State's 
star witness had a good reputation. 

William Watson, a furniture dealer of 
New Brunswick, said that he had done 
business with Mrs. Gibson and that she 
had a good reputation. Mrs. Lucy Gatty 
also said that Mrs. Gibson bore a good 
reputation. 

Michael Frisch, New Brunswick hard- 
ware dealer, and John Silzer, one of his 
employes, both testified that they had 
never heard anything bad about Mrs. 
Gibson. 

Thomas J. Riley, a Newark detective, 
who had been ill during ‘the last few 
days before the State rested, was per-

POLICE REORGANIZE 
IDENTIFICATION WORK) 


Will Keep Bureau Open Until 
Midnight to Facilitate 
Criminal Trials. 


To facilitate criminal trials, a police 
order was issued yesterday reorganiz- 
ing the work of the bureau of identifi- 
cation to keep the bureau open until 
midnight except Sundays, when it will 
be closed at 4 p. m. 

Detective Sergt. Fred Sandburg, -fin- 
gerprint expert, still will have super- 
vision of the bureau and will be on 
active duty from 8 a. m. to 4 p. m: 
dally. Sergt. H. T. Burlingame, or- 
dered Monday to the bureau, will be 
in command from 4 p. m. to midnight. 
The order: 

“On and after December 1 persons 
arrested between the hours of 8 p. m. 
and midnight on secular days of the 
week for offenses in which photographs 
are required will be conveyed immedi- 
ately to the bureau of identification 
and all fingerprints taken at station 
houses in cases where photographs are 
not required will be delivered at the 
bureau of identification by special po- 
lice messengers at 8 a. m. each day.” 

The purpose of the change is to en- 
able policemen to take photographs, 
fingerprints and criminal records of 
prisoners into court each morning on 
the first day of appearance.

BLANTON TO APPEAR 
TODAY BEFORE CITY 
INQUIRY COMMITTEE 


Will Give House Group Benefit 
of Investigation Into 
Local Affairs. 


MRS. HENDERSON ASKS 
ONE-MAN GOVERNMENT 
Hesse Urges New Laws on 
Vagrancy, Fugitives and 
Revolver Regulation. 


Representative Blanton, of Texas, will 
appear before the House District inves- 
tigating subcommittee today as a wit- 
ness. The Texan presumably is to give 
the committee the benefit of an inves- 
tigation which he has been making into 
local affairs since he returned to the 
city several weeks ago. The nature of 
his findings has not been disclosed. 


Advocacy of a one-man form of gov- 
ernment by Mrs. John B. Hendergon, 
long active in civic and social affairs, 
and the appearance of Ringgold H. 
Hart, assistant corporation counsel, and 

Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent of 
police, marked yesterday's hearing. 

Mrs. Henderson recommended that 
a governor, selected for hie ability from 
any place in the country and withofit 
regard to residence qualifications, take 
the place of the board of commissioners. 
He should be a capable man, paid an 
attractive salary and one well versed in 
civic affairs, she said. His adminis- 
tration should be with a view to mak- 
ing the Capital the most beautiful in 
the world and not with a sole eye to 


developing its business aspects, she 
said. 
Commercialism, she said, has de- 


stroyed Fifth avenue, New York, once 
the most beautiful residential street 
in the world. Business should not be 
permitted to be the predominating in- 
fluence here, she said. 


Asks Better Vagrancy Law. 


At her suggestion, the committee de- - 
cided to invite Frank L. Polk, former 
Assistant Secretary of State, and now 
head of an organization in New York 
making a study of civic government, to 
appear. 

Maj. Hesse recommended the passage 
of a more stringent vagrancy law, one 
regulating the sale and possession of 
revolvers, a fugtive law and a law 
against false information to police. The 
latter recommendation and that relating 
to firearms now are embodied in pend- 
ing bills. 

Under the present law police are 
powerless to deal with vagrants, he said. 
It must be shown that a person has 
no visible means of support, while the 
poolroom loiterers and persons of simil- 
lar ilk always can show $50 or more, 
which the court will take to be refuta- 
tion of a charge of no visible means of 
support. 

The District has no fugitive law, Ma}. 
Hesse said, and as a result @ person ar- 
rested for the authorities of other cit- 
les can obtain his release on a writ of 
habeas corpus before the authorities 
who want him can reach the city. 

Abolition of night courts and the ac- 
ceptance of collateral forfeitures in mi- 
nor cases were urged by Hart. He also 
urged the placing of two additional as- 
sistants in the corporation counsel’s of- 
fice, one of them to specialize in con- 
demnation proceedings. He stressed 
the immediate need of an adequate 
police building. At present three as- 
sistants of the corporation counsel's 
office assigned to police court have to 
work from 9 a. m. to ll p. m. three 
days out of the week, he said. 


Assails Court Condition. 


The same number of judges holding 
day court and relieving one another's 
docket would be much better than the 
present system of night and day courts, 
he said. 

Both Representative Gibson, chair- 
man, and Representative Hammer, of 
North Carolina, who has returned to 
the city, described the crowded condi- 
tions in the police courts as a ‘“dis- 
grace.” 

Mrs. Henderson said local public util- 
ities should be owned by local inter- 
ests, and she and Gibson agreed the 
buses are not rendering service in pro- 
portion to the street burden they con- 
stitute. Mrs. Henderson, in addition 
to complaining that the buses tore up 
the streets and shook abutting houses, 
said the double-deckers made it pos- 
sible for passengers to look into the 
second-story windows of residences. 
Gibson, explaining that the commit- 
tee was not interested, nevertheless@ 
cautioned Maj. Hesse to look into the 
handbook situation here. Gibson said 
his information is that there are 500 
operating. Maj. Hesse assured him they 
are the objects of a relentless war on 
the part of the police.
